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1 . Claims 6-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Hilliard et al. (US 
Pat. 6,417,784 Bl) discloses a vehicle classification and identification system including a wire- 
loop on both sides of the traffic lane; the wire-loop is extended such that it's oriented at an angle 
to the direction of traffic flow so that each wheel of the vehicle is detected separately as it rolls 
over the extended wire-loop. A 60-degree offset is suggested as a typical angular offset from the 
direction of travel for the extended wire-loop (col. 6, lines 3-36). Although Hilliard discloses 
that the plane of the wire-loop is substantially perpendicular to the plane of the pavement into 
which it is embedded (col. 6, lines 37-65), he does not disclose the claimed plurality of 
electrically conductive loops arranged in a line in a slot arranged substantially in a plane 
perpendicular to the road surface, thereby defining an axis of each loop extending substantially 
parallel to the road surface; wherein at least one active electronic component is located in the slot 
and adjacent to the at least one loop; wherein the components are mounted on circuits at regular 
intervals, the circuits comprising one of a small hybrid circuit and a thick film circuit.
